NEW FANCY WORK. 


Valuable Hints and Ideas tor tadles Fond 


of Making PrettT TWngi. 
A new style .of work for. satin .cush- 


ion covers is carried out entirely wifrh 
the finest Japanese tinsel-*'The designs 
best adapted for this work are leaves of 
various kinds, which should be ironed 
off in the usual way. All the outlines, 
veins of leaves, stems, etc., are fol- 
lowed with tinsel carefully and flatly 
laid on, the general effect when finished 
being that of a group of gold skeleton, 
waves. Spiders' webs also may be in- 
troduced among the leaves with good 
effect, and the work may be carried out; 
with fine sewing silk if it is thought 
pleasanter to work with than the gold. 
Nothing could look prettier or more 
uncommon than a handkerchief, glove, 
and night-dress sachet, all en suite, _ of 
cream-oolored satin embroidered with 
these leaves, and lined and qniltelwith 
the palest, most delicate shade of pink 
or blue. These would make a pretty and 
elegant wedding gift to a young bride. 


Some ladies are very clever at em- 


broidering monograms and letters in 
the corners of their handkerchiefs, 1>ut 
for those who desire a wider scope for 
their energies I may recommend;the 
new way of embroidering sheets. The 
top edge of the sheet, -where it folds 
over the bed when His made up, can be 
handsomely embroidered with wnite 
linen thread in satin stitch for about a 
foot or fourteen inches of its depth. 
The .design should be a bold one, and 
color may be added if preferred to plain 
white. The embroidery should be as 
thick and as handsome as possible. 
This style of ornamentation will Wear 
well and is more sensible than the sham 
sheets we have seen of late.

chosen be either Chines 


crepe, fine cashmere or nun's cloth; in- 
any pretty, delicate color. Trace but a. 
design as.much like an Indian one as 
possible, and work it in long satin 
stitches, letting them lie against the 
material as flatly as possible. The 
terns must ba worked in ordinary 
rewel stitch, but berries, centers of 
flowers and such designs must be 
vorked in with satin stitch over: a 
bundationof stitches, or a weepiece.of 
cotton wool laid on first to serve as pad- 
ding.

This work looks charming on flannel 


dressing gowns or jackets, while dainty 
little head flannels for infants maybe 
worked in the same way, and will sell 
at a bazaar by dozens. White floss silk 
on pale blue or "pink is pretty, :and, 
many would admire the effect of the 
white on dove color or fawn colored 
nun's cloth. If the work isintendedto 
be made up as an evening dress, to fol-: 
low tho outlines after the embroidery is 
finished, with fine gold or silver tinsel

OBBETING SHERMAN. 


Decaturs' Ovation to Tecumseh at 


the Depot. 


It having been announced that Gen. 


W. T. Sherman and possibly General 
Phil Sheridan, would pass through De- 
catur to-day at noon over the W abash on 
a special train, about 1,500 people assem- 
bled on and about the platform to get a 
look at the distinguished travelers, on 
their way to St. Louis to attend the 
grand G. A. B. encampment. 


Members of Dunham Post No. 141, 


with bright banners flying, marched to 
the depot headed by Goodman's band 
followed by citizens generally. It was an 
imposing procession. 


Arriving at the depot 
Commpider 


Barnes received a telegram from Gen, 
McNulta, Wabash Receiver, that the 
train would stop five to ten minutes, but 
there would be no speech-making or 
hand-shaking, as the General was very 
much fatigued. Another telegram came 
from McNulta, dated at Sidney, inviting 
Mayor Kanan and J. B. Mosser to go St. 
Louis on the special train, but as the no- 
tice was brief the gentlemen could not 
arrange to accept the kind invitation. 


THE OBNBHAL. 


The Springfield train of two bright 


coaches, arrived at 12:17, and stopped in 
front of the depot. 
General Sherman, 


whose tall/commanding figure was famil- 
iar to all old soldiers, appeared upon the 
rear platform, accompanied by the active 
Gen. McNulta, whom many people took 
for Gen. Sheridan. 
Phil, was not 


on the train. He had to go to Phila- 
delphia and may not reach St. Louis. A 
glad and patriotic shout of welcome was 
sent up in honor of Sherman, who lifted 
his hat and bowed to the crowd. The Gen- 
eral did not make a speech. He shook 
hands with all who crowded to the front 
and solicited that privilege, but he didn't 
encourage any one to grasp his hand. He 
seemed feeble with the weight of years 
and looked tired by reason of long travel. 


In the course of short chats the Gener- 


al said he was glad to see all the old sol- 
diers: "yes, I remember that battle and 
that regiment;" "yes, this is Gen. Sheri- 
dan (pointing to McNulta;) he is the only 
Sheridan we have." Calls were made for a 
speech to which the General replied:— 
",No, no; John Sherman makes the 
speeches, I don't. Come down to Saint 
Louis." Gen. McNulta announced the 
whereabouts of Gen. Sheridan.' One old 
soldier in the crowd cried out: " Say, 
General, do you think you could take us 
on tbat march again ?"but Tecuraseh did 
not reply. All aJonff the route from At- 
tica to Decatur ovations were given the 
General. As the train pulled out, Sher- 
man lifted his hat, the crowd giving him 
three hearty cheers. 


The Mayor, Captain Barnes, Major 


Steele, Col. Waterhouse and others were 
presented to the General on the platform. 
The special will amv« at St. Louis this 
evening at 4:30 o'clock. 


Murder at Sullivan.. 


A tragedy occurred on the street at 


Sullivan last evening at 6 o'clock, and the 
murderer is in jail. Charles C. Harris, a 
druggist, has been occupying a house 
owned by W. C. Corbm, the town un- 
dertaker and a furniture dealer. Cor- 
bin had trouble With Harris, several hot 
altercations taking place between them, 
ending in a trial in court. After the trial 
Corbin shot Harris, the victim living but 
five minutes. Corbin was immediately 
arrested and put in jail. The inquest is 
in progress to-day. Corbin is aged about 
60 years, Harris leaves a widow and 
three children.

In spite of the reputation that women, 
B a BOX, enjoy of being great talkers, 


aparatirely few »f them cultivate to 


ny decided degree the art of conver- 
ation. They are apt to become BO ac- 
ustomed to their daily houshold life as 
o consider it the whole, not a part, ot 
leir existence, and they lose, as id 


were, their own identity and merge 


lem'selves into a housekeeper, or 
urse, without any individuality of their 
wn remaining. By many the fine arts 
f which they have previously made 
liemselroa masters are neglected and 
gradually fall into ignoble disuse. 
V"hy is it that so many as soon aa they 
>egin their married life discard their 
music or singing and never bestow a 
hought upon those accomplishments 
which soothe and elevate us and seem 
o rest a spirit fretted by the ceaseless 
urmoil of life? It is on this account 
hat some women are opt to be tire- 
omo when talking, for they rarely al- 
ow the stream of conversation to rise 
vbove its allotted banks of the common- 
ilace. If the subjects be children, 
servants or dress the feminine tongues 
wag glibly, but turn the current aside 
rom the well-worn channel and we 
soon perceive there are rocks in the

do themselves. There is not a skele 
ton hidden in a family closet but it i 
raked out and hold up in the glaring 
light of publicity and exposed to the 
gaze of thousands of inquiring eyes. 


What a woman should aim at in ooa 


versation is not only to entertain bj 
giving her own thoughts, but at tin 
same time to draw out those of others 
especially the bashful and particalarl; 
bashful men. Nothing pleases a man 
so much, nothing gives him such an 
idea of his superiority, as to allow him 
an opportunity of imparting informa 
tion, though ho may not have penetra 
tion enough to discern that it is the 
tact of the woman that entices him into 
talking about what perhaps he knowi 
loss than she.
